Seven Passengers Killed On Canadian 
Roads Last Year 

Last year there were seven pas- 

sengers killed and 339 injured in train 


‘|accidents, the Dominion Bureau of 


Statistics says in a report issued re- 
cently. This was an average of one 
killed for every 3,000,000 carried ,and 
one injured for every 62,000. 
Injuries to passengers ranged from 
scratches‘and bruises to more serious 
injuries. Two passengers were killed 
}in collisions, two fell-from trains, two 
| were killed getting on or off trains, 
| and one from other causes. 
, There were 57 employees killed: in 
train accidents and 957 injured, says 
the report, a low record for the last
